PROPOSED  REVISION  OF  CONSTITUTION 
AND  BY-LAWS. 

Article  1. — Objects.  Section  I,  II, 
III,  IV:  Same.  'Sec.  V.  Added— To 
publish  a  small  monthly  journal  for 
the  benefit  of  the  members. 

Article  II. — Section  1 :  This  Asso¬ 
ciation  may  have  three  classes  of 
members — honorary,  associate,  and 
active.  Section  II :  Active  members 
are  graduates  of  St.  Luke’s  Training 
School  in  good  standing  in  the  pro¬ 
fession.  They  have  a  right  to  vote 
and  hold  office.  Section  III :  Same. 
Section  IV :  Same  as  Section  II, 
with  addition:  An  elected  member 
shall  signify  her  acceptance,  and  pay 
the  initiation  fee  and  annual  dues 
within  one  month  of  notification. 
Failure  to  comply  shall  render  her 
election  void.  A  candidate  failing  to 
comply  with  above  shall  not  be  pro¬ 
posed  again  the  same  year.  Section 
V:  Honorary  membership  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  those  who  have  rendered  ser¬ 
vice  in  some  way  to  the  society. 
They  have  no  vote  and  pay  no  fees. 

Article  III. — Same.  Article  IV. — 
Same.  Article  V.— Same. 

By-Laws. — Articles  I  and  II.  Same. 

Article  III. — Duties  of  Officers. 
Section  I,  II,  III,  IV :  Same.  Sec¬ 
tion  V :  Same,  with  addition :  An 
itemized  account  of  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  shall  be  rendered  the 
Association  monthly,  and  the  books 
shall  be  open  to  the  members  at  all 
times.  All  accounts  shall  be  audited 
monthly  by  the  Auditing  Committee, 
and  once  yearly  by  a  legalized  auditor 
especially  appointed  for  this  purpose. 
Section  VI:  The  treasurer  shall  send 
all  notices  of  fees  and  dues,  excepting 
the  final  arrearage  notice.  She  shall 
render  to  the  Board  of  Directors  the 
names  of  members  two  months  or 
more  in  arrears.  Said  board  of  di¬ 
rectors  to  take  further  action,  and 


send  final  notice.  Section  VII:  Of¬ 
ficers  are  members  ex-officio  of  all 
committees. 

Article  IV.— Same.  Addition  — 
Section  III :  Absence  of  any  director 
from  two  consecutive  meetings,  will 
be  equivalent  to  a  resignation,  from 
the  Board,  and  his  or  her  place  shall 
be  filled  by  vote  of  the  Board. 

Article  V. — Fees  and  Dues.  Sec¬ 
tion  1:  An  initiation  fee  of  $2  and 
an  annual  dues  of  $3  shall  be  paid 
upon  acceptance  of  membership,  and 
at  annual  meetings.  Section  II: 
Drop.  Section  III:  Any  member 
who  shall  be  in  default  of  payment  of 
dues  for  a  period  of  two  months  with¬ 
out  satisfactory  excuse,  shall  be 
dropped  from  membership,  due  notice 
having  been  sent.  Section  IV : 
Members  two  months  in  default  may 
only  be  reinstated  by  making  appli¬ 
cation  as  before  or  paying  arrears. 
No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  bene¬ 
fit  fund  until  six  months  after  arrear¬ 
ages  are  paid. 

Article  VI. — Section  I:  All  moneys 
from  fees  shall  constitute  the  general 
expense  fund  and  all  moneys  accruing 
from  investments,  the  benefit  fund. 
Sections  II  and  III:  Same.  Sec¬ 
tion  IV :  Any  member  in  good  stand¬ 
ing,  who  shall  have  complied  with 
the  above  requirements,  may  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  $5  per  week,  for  a 
period  of  four  weeks,  and  this  sum 
may  be  increased  to  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $10,  in  cases  of  necessity. 
Application  for  this  allowance  must 
be  made  by  the  beneficiary.  Section 
V :  Same. 

Article  VII. — Duties  of  Members. 
Section  1,  II,  III:  Same.  Addition 
— The  member  only  being  responsible 
for  non  receipt  of  communication. 

Articles  VIII  and  IX. — Same. 

Article  X. — Committees.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  standing  committees  consist¬ 
ing  of  three  members  each  shall  be 
appointed  at  the  annual  meeting. 
The  chairman  of  these  committees 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
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Directors  and  shall  send  a  report  to 
each  meeting  unless  otherwise  herein 
provided  for.  The  committees  shall 
be — Printing,  Program,  Auditing, 
Press,  Finance,  Nominating,  Social, 
Calender,  Journal. 

Article  XI. — Duties  of  Committees. 
Section  I:  The  Finance  Committee 
shall  have  charge  of  all  investments 
of  the  society,  institute  and  recom¬ 
mend  ways  and  means  of  securing 
moneys,  etc.  Section  II :  The  Audi¬ 
tory  Committee  shall  audit  the  ac¬ 
counts  once  every  month.  Section 
III:  The  Press  Committee  shall  re¬ 
port  for  publication  all  items  of  gen¬ 
eral  interest  to  the  society.  Section 
IV :  The  Printing  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  printing  pertaining 
to  the  work  of  the  Association.  Sec¬ 
tion  V :  The  Nominating  Committee 
shall  secure  all  nominees  for  officers 
and  committees,  and  shall  report  to 
the  society  two  months  before  each 
annual  meeting.  Section  VI:  The 
Calender  Committee  shall  publish  a 
Year  Book  at  the  close  of  each  year. 
Section  VII:  The  Journal  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  edit  and  have  charge  of  the 
affairs  of  the  monthly  publications  of 
the  society.  Section  VIII:  The  So¬ 
cial  Committee  shall  plan  and  provide 
for  social  part  of  all  meetings  and  re¬ 
ceive  and  announce  guests.  Section 
IX:  The  Program  Committee  shall 
arrange  the  program  for  the  meetings 
of  the  year. 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  SENSES.

like  the  taste  of  a  few  drops  of  whis¬ 
key  or  gin  given  in  a  little  warm  water, 
and  I  feel  positive  that  the  doctor 
whom  I  heard  not  long  ago  say: 
“They  don’t  know  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  sugar-water  or  quinine  solu¬ 
tion,”  is  very  much  mistaken. 

The  sense  of  hearing,  which  I 
would  call  the  third  on  the  list,  does 
not  show  its  presence  for  some  weeks. 
During  the  first  week  the  child  will 


start  at  the  slamming  of  the  door,  but 
it  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  it 
feels  rather  than  hears  the  shock.  So 
with  other  violent  effects  produced 
by  various  causes.  During  about  the 
third  week  it  is  noticable  that  the 
child  is  learning  to  hear.  By  giving 
close  attention  one  notices  its  gradual 
development,  and  at  about  tv/o 
months  the  child  turns  its  head  for  a 
sound  which  it  hears,  but  cannot  as 
yet  locate;  a  familiar  voice  apparent¬ 
ly  making  the  deepest  impression. 

Not  long  ago  a  sweet,  doting  grand¬ 
mother  told  me  with  perfect  sincerity, 
how,  when  she  spoke  to  her  two-week- 
old  granddaughter,  the  little  one 
looked  at  her  very  intelligently  and 
moved  her  lips,  making  a  brave  effort 
to  talk.  It  is  needless  to  'add  that 
the  effort  was  in  vain.  Poor,  disap¬ 
pointed  babe! 

I  am  positive  that  a  child  of  two 
months  not  only  hears  many  sounds, 
but  hears  a  variety  of  sounds.  Some 
tunes  are  more  pleasing  than  others 
to  the  young  ears;  a  generul  favorite 
to  go  to  sleep  by,  is 

Go  tell  Aunt  Bhody 
Her  old  grey  goose  is  dead. 

It  is  such  a  beautifully  monoton¬ 
ous,  drowsy  melody  which  lias  a  sooth¬ 
ing  influence  at  even  a  very  early  age. 
I  knew  a  baby  of  three  months  who 
always  laughed  and  became  quite  ex¬ 
cited  when  the  stirring 

There  was  a  man  in  our  town 
Who  was  so  wondrous  wise, 
was  sung  to  him;  so  that  tune  could 
be  chosen  only  once  in  a  great  while, 
as  I  do  not  believe  in  stimulating  so 
young  a  brain. 

Some  years  ago  an  oculist  was 
called  in  to  see  a  six-weeks-old  baby 
whose  pupils  responded  very  little 
and  with  exceeding  slowness  to  light. 
He  said  that  no  child  sees  before  that 
age,  as  there  was  no  mind  to  receive 
the  impression  made  on  the  retina. 
Notwithstanding  that  he  ranks  high 
in  his  specialty,  I  was  so  bold  as  to 
affirm  that  I  was  positive  that  many 
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babies  see  at  a  month  old.  Usually 
the  first  sign  of  seeing  is  noticed 
while  holding  the  child  in  my  arms 
and  the  little  one’s  eyes  turning  to 
follow  the  moving  of  my  head  in  vari¬ 
ous  directions.  Objects  in  motion, 
large  and  near  by  are  the  first  to  be 
noticed,  the  nurse  being  the  first  to 
enjoy  the  new  sense  of  sight. 

At  what  age  the  fifth  sense,  that  of 
smelling,  is  developed,  I  am  unable 
to  say  as  I  have  not  been  long  enough 
v/ith  a  child  to  notice  the  existence 
of  it 

A  PLEA  FOR  ALUMNAE  OFfICERS. 

A  greater  number  of  years  than  I 
care  to  recall  as  a  member  of  our  own 
Association,  and  an  observer  of  many 
others  has  confirmed  a  suspicion 
which  originated  in  my  mind  a 
decade  ago  when  an  officer. 

We  have  a  flourishing  society  with 
a  large  membership,  a  vital  interest, 
good  financial  standing  and  have  had 
our  vanity  stimulated  by  much  flatter¬ 
ing  speech  and  requests  for  advice 
from  younger  societies,  until  most  of 
us  plume  our  feathers  and  take  credit 
to  ourselves  in  the  thought  that  it  is 
something  to  be  very  proud  of.  All 
this  is  true,  very  true,  but  there  are 
further  truths  which  will  bear  some 
thought. 

First,  we  might  remember  that  the 
object  of  the  society  is  mutual  help, 
professional,  financial  and  personal. 
At  the  very  beginning  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  the  first  battle  to  fight  was 
between  a  small  faction  which  in¬ 
sisted  upon  the  professional  aids 
being  given  equal  prominence  with 
the  financial,  and  the  much  larger 
faction  which  was  either  strongly  in 
favor  of  oidy  the  financial  aids  or 
were  too  indifferent  to  give  them¬ 
selves  the  trouble  of  forming  an 
opinion  and  waited  for  the  success  of 
one  side  or  the  other  to  decide  for 
them. 

Time  surely  seems  to  have  decided 
in  favor  of  the  small  number  who 


fought  strongly  for  what  seemed  to 
them  the  vital  point  of  our  existence 
as  an  association.  The  battle  begun 
then  has  never  ceased.  Every  year  it 
rages,  often  unseen;  waged  on  one 
side  by  the  few  workers  v/ho  consent 
to  sacrifice  time,  recreation,  rest  and 
peace  of  mind  and  body  that  this 
vital  spark  may  be  kept  alive,  and 
these  with  an  equally  small  number 
of  the  faithful  sympathizers  are  ar¬ 
rayed  against  the  number  who  after 
paying  their  dues  feel  that  their  duty 
is  done  except  to  supply  an  abund¬ 
ance  of  criticism,  too  often  unjust  and 
nearly  always  irresponsible,  of  the 
few  who  are  doing  our  work.  I  re¬ 
peat  emphatically  and  wish  it  might 
be  printed  in  red  letters  the  few  who 
are  doing  our  'ivork.  Are  these  few, 
or  have  they,  ever  been  exempt  from 
paying  their  dues  too;  have  they  ever 
been  women  of  leisure?  What  re¬ 
turn  have  the  rank  and  file  of  us  ever 
given  them  but  scant  courtesy  and 
scanter  thanks?  I  have  seen  a  letter 
from  a  member  who  wrote  of  the 
delay  and  annoyances  she  had  experi¬ 
enced  by  a  mislaid  letter  to  the  socie¬ 
ty  in  which  she  expressed  herself  so 
caustically  of  an  overworked  officer 
that  it  was  an  insult.  Knowing  the 
circumstances,  I  could  not  help  con¬ 
trasting  the  two  individuals,  one  giv¬ 
ing  every  spare  minute  from  a  busy 
life  to  the  society,  at  the  same  time 
enduring  endless  annoyance  without 
complaint,  and  the  other  as  far  as  I 
can  learn  has  never  lifted  a  finger  to 
do  any  work  for  the  society,  but  can 
not  endure  one  annoyance  but  she 
must  needs  heap  indignity  upon  the 
head  of  the  offender.  When  we  pay 
our  officers  for  their  work  we  may 
have  the  right  to  regulate  them,  but 
so  long  as  we  demand  such  service 
and  such  self-denial  gratuitously,  we 
had  better  spend  our  time  giving 
thanks  that  Providence  has  given  us 
a  faithful  few  to  do  our  work  with¬ 
out  money  or  without  fndce. 

We  do  not  mean  to  do  harm,  but 
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most  of  us  offend  through  sheer 
thoughtlessness,  thus  making  office 
holding  so  unappreciated  and  thank¬ 
less  a  task  that  we  must  fairly  go  on 
our  knees  to  beg  members  to  serve. 

We  are  just  beginning  a  new  year, 
with  many  new  officers,  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  new  leaves  turned  the 
first  of  November  are  quite  as  good 
as  if  postponed  to  January  first.  As 
an  older  woman,  an  older  nurse,  and 
one  or  the  oldest  members  I  beg  your 
help,  your  consideration  and  your 
sympathy  for  the  few  who  are  doing 
our  work.

“The  number  of  trained  nurses  is 
now  so  great  that  every  class  and 
type  is  necessarily  to  be  met  with. 
The  time  is  approaching  if  it  has  not 
already  come,  when  each  type  will 
tend  to  gravitate  to  some  center  and 
many  of  the  present  difficulties  and 
much  of  the  criticism,  which  to-day 
is  unjustly  leveled  at  nurses  as  a 
body,  will  be  concentrated  to  those 
alone,  who  lay  themselves  open  to  it. 
The  evolution  of  the  model  type  of 
trained  nurse  takes  years  but  before 
long  practitioners  and  public  will  be 
able  to  obtain  her  services  with  cer¬ 
tainty  whenever  they  need  them.  ’ 

We  cannot  help  but  feel  sorry  for 
those  of  us  who,  on  the  occasion  of 
our  last  regular  meeting,  were  not 
present  to  hear  the  lecture  by  Dr. 
Yamei  Kim. 

Dr.  Kim  is  a  most  bewitching  little 
woman  in  her  quaint  Oriental  garb, 
and  very  Chinese  from  coiffure  to 
shoes  until  she  speaks,  when,  to  those 
who  are  not  familiar,  her  perfect 
English,  without  even  a  suspicion  of 
accent,  is  quite  a  surprise.  Her  talk 
on  “Chinese  Plays,  Novels,  Folklore 
and  Sales”  was  of  more  than  ordinary 
entertainment  and  interest,  for,  native 
born,  her  appreciation  of  her  subject 
goes  without  saying,  and  she  gave  us 
much  of  the  humorous  side  in  her 
descriptions  as  well  as  the  historic 
and  classical. 

At  the  close  of  her  charming  talk 
Dr.  Kim  was  presented  to  many  of 
the  nurses  and  their  friends,  and  most 
cordially  drank  a  cup  of  tea  with  us. 


It  was  certainly  disheartening  to 
the  few  workers  in  the  Association  to 
note  that  about  twice  as  many  voting 
members  arrived  just  in  time  to  be 
entertained  by  Dr.  Yamei  Kim  as 
came  to  help  in  the  business  of  the 
Association  at  a  meeting  held  im¬ 
mediately  before  the  lecture.  Yet  the 
benefits  of  one  member  are  not  greater 
than  those  of  another. 

The  number  present  at  the  lecture 
showed  how  many  might  attend  the 
meetings  if  they  would. — A.  L.  P.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY=LAWS 

OF  THE 

ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 
St.  Luke’s  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
Chicago 


for  mutual  help  and  protection. 

Sec.  2.  To  advance  the  standing 
and  best  interests  of  trained  nurses 
and  to  place  the  profession  of  nursing 
on  the  highest  plane  attainable. 

Sec.  3.  To  further  the  interests 
of  St.  Luke’s  Training  School,  by  giv¬ 
ing  our  hearty  support  to  all  efforts 
to  make  it  foremost  among  such  in¬ 
stitutions. 

Sec.  4.  To  promote  social  inter¬ 
course  and  good  fellowship  among 
graduates,  to  extend  aid  to  those  in 
trouble,  and  to  establish  a  fund  for 
the  benefit  of  active  members  in  need 
of  financial  aid  on  account  of  physi¬ 
cal  affliction. 

Sec.  5.  To  publish  a  small  month¬ 
ly  .iournal  for  the  benefit  of  the  mem¬ 
bers. 

Article  II. — Membership. 

Sec.  1.  The  Association  may  have 
three  classes  of  members — Active, 
Associate  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2.  Graduates  of  St.  Luke’s 
Training  School,  in  good  standing  in 
the  profession,  are  eligible  to  active 
membership.  They  have  a  right  to 
vote  and  hold  office. 

Sec.  3.  Any  eligible  nurse  de¬ 
siring  to  join  the  Association  must 
send  a  written  application  to  the  re¬ 
cording  secretary,  which  shall  be  pre¬ 
sented  by  her  to  the  Association  at 
the  first  regular  meeting,  to  be  voted 
upon  at  the  following  regular  meet¬ 
ing. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Preamble. 

We,  the  graduates  of  St.  Luke’s 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  Chi¬ 
cago,  realizing  that  in  ‘HJnion  is 
Strength,”  do  pledge  ourselves  to 
support,  by  our  personal  efforts  and 
interest,  the  organization  to  be  called 
the  Alumnae  Association  of  St. 
Luke’s  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Article  I. — Ob.jects. 

Sec.  1.  The  objects* of  said  organ¬ 
ization  are :  The  union  of  graduates 


Se(\  4.  An  elected  member  sluill 
signify  her  acceptance  and  pay  the 
annual  b^e  within  one  month  after 
notification.  Failure  to  comply  shall 
render  her  election  void.  A  candi¬ 
date  failing  to  comply  with  above 
shall  not  be  proposed  again  the  same 
year. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  upon  payment 
of  five  dollars  annually  may  become 
an  associate  member  by  vote  of 
the  Association.  Associate  members 
shall  be  permitted  to  attend  all  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  but  shall  not 
have  the  right  to  vote  nor  hold  office. 
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and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  sick 
or  other  financial  benefits. 

Sec.  6.  Honorary  membership 
shall  be  by  consent  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  and  shall  consist  of  those  who 
have  rendered  some  especial  service 
to  the  society.  They  have  no  vote 
and  pay  no  fees. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  upon  payment 
of  fifty  dollars  or  more  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  may  become  a  Benefactor  of 
the  Association. 

Article  III. — Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association 
shall  consist  of  a  president,  first 
and  second  vice-president,  a  record¬ 
ing  secretary,  a  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary,  and  a  treasurer. 

Article  IV. — BOxVrd  of  Directors. 

There  shall  be  elected  at  each  an¬ 
nual  meeting,  a  Broad  of  Directors, 
to  consist  of  eleven  active  members, 
six  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  this 
Association. 

The  members  of  said  Board  shall 
hold  office  respectively  for  one  year, 
and  until  such  time  as  their  succes¬ 
sors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Article  V. — Amendments. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  shall 
not  be  amended  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  in  the  following  manner : 
At  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
any  member  present  may  give  notice 
that  at  the  next  regular  meeting  but 
one  she  will  offer  an  amendment  to 
the  constitution,  a  notification  of 
such  proposed  amendment  to  be  sent 
to  each  member  at  least  one  month 
before  the  meeting  at  which  action 
may  be  taken,  together  with  a  notice 
that  the  same  will  be  voted  upon  at 
said  meeting,  and  at  the  time  speci¬ 
fied  in  said  notice.  A  vote  shall  be 
taken  upon  such  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  by  ballot,  and  if  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  shall  vote  in 
favor  of  same,  such  amendment  shall 
be  adopted. 


BY-LAWS. 

Article  I. — Meetings. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  June  of  each 
year. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  third  Wednesday 
in  every  month  at  2  :30  p.  m.  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  members  of  the  Association 
shall  be  held  at  the  Training  School 
( unless  otherwise  specially  designated 
and  the  members  so  notified)  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  and  acting 
upon  subjects  of  interest  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation;  but  no  special  business  shall 
be  voted  upon  unless  at  least  five 
days’  notice  has  been  given  by  the 
secretary  to  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  A  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  held  at  the 
October,  February  and  June  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  only  at 
such  other  times  as  are  deemed  ad¬ 
visable  by  said  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  have 
the  power  to  call  special  meetings  of 
the  Association,  and  also  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  for  any  time  she 
may  see  fit;  and  at  least  five  days’ 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  corre¬ 
sponding  secretary  to  each  member 
of  any  such  special  meeting. 

Article  II. — Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  hold  office 
one  year  anff  until  their  successors 
be  elected  and  qualified,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Article  III. — Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  president  shall  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  give  the  casting  vote  in  all 
cases  of  tie,  except  at  the  election  of 
officers.  She  shall  also  appoint  all 
committees  not  otherwise  provided 
for. 

Sec.  2.  The  vice-presidents  shall, 
according  to  their  rank,  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  president,  preside  at  the 
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meetings,  and  attend  to  all  duties  of 
the  president. 

Sec.  3.  The  recording  secretary 
shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  shall 
countersign  all  papers  when  so  di¬ 
rected  by  the  president. 

Sec.  4.  The  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary  shall  conduct  the  correspon¬ 
dence  of  the  Association  and  keep  a 
concise  record  of  all  such  correspon¬ 
dence.  She  shall  apprise  all  officers 
and  committees  of  their  election,  give 
warnings  of  all  special  meetings  and 
send  such  other  notices  as  may  be  re¬ 
quired  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  5.  The  treasurer  shall  re¬ 
ceive  and  have  charge  of  all  moneys 
of  the  Association,  and  keep  account 
of  the  same,  and  pay  only  on  the 
written  order  of  the  president,  and 
corresponding  secretary.  All  mon¬ 
eys  received  by  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  Illinois  Trust  & 
Savings  Bank,  or  such  other  bank 
as  may  be  selected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  to  the  credit  and  in  the 
name  of  this  Association. 

An  itemized  account  of  receipts 
and  disbursements  shall  be  rendered 
the  Association  monthly,  and  the 
books  shall  be  open  to  the  members 
at  all  times.  All  accounts  shall  be 
audited  monthly  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  once  a  year  by  a 
legalized  auditor  especially  appointed 
for  this  purpose  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Sec.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  send 
all  notices  of  fees  and  dues  excepting 
the  final  arrearage  notice.  She  shall 
render  to  the  Board  of  Directors  the 
name  of  any  member  two  months  or 
more  in  arrears,  said  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  to  take  final  action. 

Sec.  7.  Officers  are  members  ex- 
officio  of  all  committees. 

Article  IV. — Powers  and  Duties 
OF  THE  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Directors 
shall  have  general  control  and  man¬ 
agement  of  the  property  and  affiairs 


of  the  Association,  subject  to  the  By- 
Laws  and  such  orders  and  resolutions 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  passed 
by  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  investigate 
charges  against  any  member  of  the 
Association,  and  if  they  find  such 
member  guilty  of  conduct  unbecom¬ 
ing  a  nurse  and  a  member  of  this 
Association,  they  shall  present  the 
facts  to  the  Association  for  action; 
but  no  member  shall  be  recommended 
for  expulsion  until  she  has  had  an 
opportunity  for  a  full  hearing  before 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  Absence  of  any  director 
from  any  two  consecutive  meetings 
without  sending  an  excuse  shall  be 
equivalent  to  a  resignation  from  the 
Board  and  her  place  shall  be  filled 
by  vote  of  the  Board. 

Article  Y. — Vacancies. 

Sec.  1.  In  case  of  the  death  or 
resignation  of  the  President,  the 
Vice-Presidents  in  order  shall  be  act¬ 
ing  President  until  the  next  regular 
meeting,  or  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  at  which  said  meet¬ 
ing  a  successor  shall  be  elected,  but 
in  such  case  a  notice  of  the  meeting 
shall  state  that  an  election  is  to  take 
place. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  vacancy,  by 
death  or  resignation,  in  any  other 
office,  the  President  shall  appoint  a 
member  to  temporarily  fill  the  office- 
so  made  vacant,  until  such  time  as  an 
election  can  take  place  as  provided 
for  in  the  office  of  the  President. 

Article  VI. — Annual  Dues. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  fee  for  active 
membership  shall  be  five  dollars  for 
those  entitled  to  sick  and  other  finan¬ 
cial  benefits,  and  two  dollars  for 
those  not  eligible,  payable  to  the 
treasurer  upon  admission  and  at  each 
annual  meeting,  except  as  hereinaf¬ 
ter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Providing  a  member  who*  ’ 
is  eligible  to  sick  and  other  financial 
benefits  be  accepted  three  months  or- 
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less  before  the  next  annual  meeting, 
then  such  annual  fee  payable  upon 
admission  shall  be  three  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  who  shall  be 
in  default  of  payment  of  dues  for  a 
period  of  two  months  without  satis¬ 
factory  excuse,  said  excuse  to  be  sent 
to  the  corresponding  secretary  in 
widting,  shall  be  dropped  from  mem¬ 
bership,  due  notice  having  been  sent. 

Sec.  4.  Members  two  months  in 
default  may  only  be  reinstated  by 
making  application  as  before,  or  by 
paying  arrears.  No  meniber  shall  be 
entitled  to  financial  benefit  until  six 
months  after  arrearages  are  paid. 
Article  VII. — Financial  Benefits. 

Sec.  1.  All  moneys  from  fees  and 
dues  shall  constitute  a  general  ex¬ 
pense  fund,  and  all  moneys  given  for 
the  purpose  and  accruing  from  in¬ 
vestments  shall  constitute  a  benefit 
fund. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good 
standing  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  or  more,  last 
past,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sick 
benefit  upon  complying  with  the 
following  conditions : 

Sec.  3.  Every  member  upon  being 
taken  ill  shall  immediately  give 
notice  in  writing  to  the  correspond¬ 
ing  secretary,  who  shall  within  one 
week  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  said 
notice ;  and  if  such  acknowledgment 
is  not  received  by  the  sick  member  it 
shall  be  her  duty  to  send  further  no¬ 
tices  until  such  acknowledgment  is 
received.  No  member  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  any  sick  benefit  until  such 
notice  shall  have  been  received  by 
the  Secretary. 

Notification  may  be  made  by  other 
person  than  the  sick  member  herself. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good 
standing,  being  in  need  of  financial 
aid,  who  shall  have  complied  with 
the  above  requirements,  and  who 
shall  make  written  application  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  not  more 
than  two  weeks  after  being  dismissed 
by  the  doctor,  may  be  allowed  the 


sum  of  seven  and  one-half  dollars  a 
week  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six 
weeks.  Application  for  this  allow¬ 
ance  must  be  made  by  the  beneficiary. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  in  good 
standing,  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  five  years  or  longer,  and 
who  may,  through  physical  affliction, 
become  incapacitated  for  nursing  or 
otherwise  earning  the  necessities  of 
life,  may,  upon  vote  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  be  financially  assisted  by  the 
Association,  not  to  exceed  seventy- 
five  dollars  annually,  and  for  a 
period  not  longer  than  five  years,  un¬ 
less  otherwise  voted  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  Married  members  sup¬ 
ported  by  their  husbands  are  not 
eligible  for  sick  benefit. 

Sec.  7.  All  expenses  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  be  paid  from  the  general 
expense  fund. 

Sec.  8.  All  benefits  shall  be  paid 
from  the  general  expense  fund  until 
such  time  as  this  Association  shall 
vote  to  use  the  interest  accruing  from 
investments  of  the  endowment  fund. 
Article  VIII. — Duties  of  Members. 

Sec.  1.  Any  member  knowing  of 
the  illness  or  death  of  a  member 
shall  report  at  once  to  the  President 
or  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  member  to  report  to  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary  any  change  of 
residence  within  one  week. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  member  to  be  present  at  each 
meeting  of  the  Association,  the  mem¬ 
ber  only  being  responsible  for  non¬ 
receipt  of  communication. 

Article  IX. — Quorum. 

Sec.  1.  At  all  meetings  of  the 
members  of  the  Association,  ten 
members,  or  three  officers  with  five 
members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  four  members 
thereof  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business ;  and  a 
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majority  vote  of  those  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  decide  all  questions. 
Artici.e  X. — Standing  Committees. 

Sec.  1.  The  following  standing 
committee,  consisting  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
annual  meeting  and  serve  one  year : 
Finance,  Press,  Journal,  Programme, 
Nominating  and  Visiting. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chairman  of  each 
Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  appoint 
her  own  committee  unless  otherwise 
voted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting, 
-except  the  Visiting  Committee,  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Said  commit¬ 
tees  shall  report  at  each  regular  meet¬ 
ing,  unless  otherwise  provided  for. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chairman  of  the  Vis¬ 
iting  Committee  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall 
serve  one  year.  She  shall  appoint 
her  own  committee  who  shall  serve 
three  months  each. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  annual  meeting  a  Legal  Ad¬ 
visor  who  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  who 
shall  serve  one  year. 

Article  XI. — Duties  of  Committees. 

Sec.  1.  The  Finance  Committee 
shall  have  charge  of  all  investments 
of  the  society  and  institute  and 
'  recommend  ways  and  means  of  secur¬ 
ing  moneys,  etc.,  and  shall  audit  the 
Treasurer’s  accounts  once  every 
montii.  This  committee  shall  also 
send  final  notice  to  members  in  ar¬ 
rears. 

Sec.  2.  The  Press  Committee  shall 
report  for  publication  to  the  Journal 
Committee  all  items  of  general  inter¬ 
est  to  the  society  and  shall  have 
charge  of  all  printing  pertaining  to 
the  work  of  the  Association,  except 
that  in  charge  of  the  Journal  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Journal  Committee 
shall  edit  and  have  charge  of  all  af¬ 
fairs  of  the  monthly  publication  of 
the  society  and  shall .  publish  a  Year 
Book  at  the  close  of  each  year. 


Sec.  4.  The  Programme  Commit- 
shall  arrange  the  programme  for  the 
meetings  of  the  year  and  shall  plan 
and  provide  for  the  social  part  of  all 
meetings,  and  receive  and  announce 
guests. 

Sec.  5.  The  Nominating  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  secure  all  nominees  for  the 
officers  and  committees  as  provided, 
and  shall  report  to  the  society  two 
months  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  at 
least  one  member  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  to  visit  each  case  of  sick¬ 
ness  of  a  member  known  to  them,  or 
of  which  they  may  be  informed,  and 
ascertain  the  needs  of  the  sick  mem¬ 
ber  and  see  that  she  is  properly  cared 
for  and  report  the  condition  of  each 
case  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors.

THE  EDUCATED  WOMAN  OF  fOMORROW. 

BY  HELOISE  E.  HERSEY. 

N.  B. — Extracts  from  article  in  The 
Outlook,  Aug.,  1903. 

^Hn  1800  less  than  one  hundred 
women  were  employed  in  factories  in 
the  United  States.  Employment  in 
other  lines  outside  those  strictly  do¬ 
mestic  was  rare.  Even  women  teach¬ 
ers  were  few.  Today  five  millions  of 
Avonien  are  engaged  in  the  United 
States  in  four  hundred  different 
wage-earning  occupations.  *  *  * 

In  1900  there  were  in  colleges  in 
the  world  open  to  women.  In  1890 
in  this  country  303  colleges  were 
open  to  both  men  and  women,  127  to 
men  alone,  and  170  to  women  alone — 
an  actual  advantage  of  43  in  favor 
ot  women.  * 
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In  1900  there  were  in  colleges  in 
this  country  58,467  men  and  34,407 
women — that  is,  nearly  sixty  per 
cent  as  many  women  as  men. 

In  1900,  in  the  United  States,  de¬ 
grees  were  conferred  on  10,794  men 
and  on  4,293  women — more  than  one- 
third  as  many  women  as  men. 

First  came  the  ideal  of  the  achiev¬ 
ing  woman.  Her  achievement  was  to 
be  measured  by  the  accepted  stand¬ 
ards  of  men’s  works,  tier  conscience 
and  her  ambition  both  spurred  her  to 
snccess.  ‘^Aren’t  yon  ashamed  to  be 
an  idler?”  cried  her  conscience. 

Don’t  yon  long  for  the  toothsome 
fruit  of  public  praise?”  whispered 
ambition.  Between  the  two  motives, 

woman  rushed  into  the  arena  of  or- 

• 

dinarv  life.  She  went  into  business 

« 

and  sncceeded.  She  invaded  at  least 
two  professions  and  sncceeded.  ’  She 
did  not  hesitate  to  grasp  at  the  prizes 
of  high  scholarship.  She  quietly  took 
most  of  the  great  system  of  organized 
charity  from  the  hands  of  men,  and 
she  has  made  of  it  the  most  perfect 
expression  of  human  compassion  that 
the  world  has  ever  seen.  *  *  * 

Another  prevalent  opinion  was 
that  women  should  be  freed  from  the 
restraint  of  conventionality.  The 
eccentric  woman  is  not  now  so  much 
in  evidence  as  twenty  years  ago,  but 
she  still  exists.  She  no  longer  affects 
the  masculine  linen  or  the  cane,  but 
she  may  hold  the  theory  that  gentle 
manners  are  a  survila  of  the  harem, 
that  grace  and  beauty  are  inconsist¬ 
ent  with  intellectuality,  and  that 
freedom  is  to  be  preferred  to  that 
fetich  called  charm.  *  *  * 

Finally,  there  has  been  an  ideal, 
lialf  acknowledged,  that  women 
should  be  as  separate  as  possible  from 
men  in  aim  and  work.  Witness  the 
^‘women’s  buildings”  at  great  expo¬ 
sitions.  What  a  marvelous  variety 
of  things  have  been  gathered  there, 
from  crazy-quilts  to  statues,  and  from 
doughnuts  to  theses  on  quaternions! 


From  all  these  partial,  spasmodic, 
imperfect  theories  it  is  time  to  turn. 
Out  of  the  dust  and  scramble  may 
we  not  emerge  upon  some  tableland 
where  we  can  see  woman’s  life  clearly 
and  see  it  whole?  *  *  =5?= 

The  educated  woman  of  the  future 
will  be  profoundly  religious.  She  will 
instinctively  find  her  place  in  the 
universe  and  will  establish,  use,  and 
rejoice  in  her  relation  to  God  as  truly 
as  to  her  fellows.  She  will  not  be¬ 
come  the  victim  of  the  “fads”  and 
caprices  that  masquerade  under  the 
name  of  religion.  The  noisy  revival, 
the  silent  seance,  the  crowded  office 
of  the  paid  “Christian  healer,”  the 
ecclesiasticism  that  devotes  itself  to 
a  sort  of  cult  of  millinery,  will  know 
this  woman  no  more.  Quackeries  have 
too  long  found  their  willing  victims 
among  women.  But  to  love  God  and 
to  worship  him,  to  study  and  to  fol¬ 
low  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  find 
the  heart’s  home  in  the  blessed 
Church  which  he  founded  on  earth, 
will  surely  be  the  noblest  effluence  of 
the  character  of  the  modern  woman.

The  world  calls  today  for  two  great 
classes  of  workers.  In  every  depart¬ 
ment  of  life  they  may  be  found.  They 
are  the  convincing  and  the  nourish¬ 
ing;  the  planting  and  the  tending; 
the  creative  and  the  sympathetic. 
One  of  these  fields  belongs  to  the  man 
of  the  future  as  it  has  belonged  to 
the  man  of  the  past.  The  other  opens 
before  the  woman  as  claims  her  devo¬ 
tion.  Is  this  rank  medisevalism  ?  In 
the  Middle  Ages  men  went  to  the 
wars  or  in  search  of  adventure,  while 
the  woman  was  fain  to  bide  at  home, 
to  weave  his  linen,  order  aright  his 
castle,  and  polish  his  shield.  Let  us 
grant  that  our  theory  has  the  mark 
of  the  mediaeaval  upon  it.  Have  not 
linen,  shield,  and  castle  assumed  a 
new  and  symbolic  significance  in  this 
new  century?  There  have  come  into 
existence  a  great  set  of  activities  that

oration.  This  complex  life  of  ours 
has  brought  many  an  evil  in  its  train. 
The  factory,  the  tenement  house,  the 
slum,  the  sins  of  poverty,  the  sins 
of  wealth,  the  strained  or  broken 
nerve,  the  perplexed,  distracted 
spine,  these  furnish  the  problems  that 

veomen  are  called  to  solve.  Some  an-

swer  that  is  for  each.  Women  are 
bound  to  find  it.  Life  must  be  ren¬ 
dered  happy  and  serene  in  spite  of 
modern  conditions.  Women  must  de¬ 
fend  beauty  against  the  encroach¬ 
ments  of  the  ugly,  virtue  against  the 
attacks  of  vice,  and  faith  and  hope 
against  the  paralysis  of  materialism. 

*  *  * 

Women  have  already  assumed  the 
burden  of  many  of  our  great  philan¬ 
thropies.  Nothing  could  be  better 
proof  of  their  talent  for  saving  that 
wdiich  seems  lost  than  the  rise,  under 
their  fostering  care,  of  day  nurseries, 
free  kindergartens,  vacation  schools, 
social  settlements,  emergency  sta¬ 
tions,  and  all  the  great  mechanism  of 
modern  philanthropy. 

Some  clever  writer  has  said,  ‘L4n 
age  which  worked  Berlin  wool  par¬ 
rots  with  beaded  eyes  naturally  gives 
place  to  one  which  pays  outsiders  to 
darn  its  stockings.  ’  ’ 

The  educated  woman  will  have  a 
new  standard  of  personal  honor.  The 
past  heroines  of  fiction  have  been  per¬ 
mitted  to  lie,  to  betray  secrets,  to  hes¬ 
itate  between  love  and  duty,  and  yet 
to  die  sweetly  in  the  full  blaze  of  the 
<ialcium  light  of  sanctity.  Shopen- 
hauer  declared  a  half-century  ago 
that  women  so  commonly  lie  that  it 
was  wrong  to  call  on  them  to  take 
an  oath,  so  helpless  were  they  to  re¬ 
sist  the  temptation  to  perjure  them¬ 
selves!  We  have  sailed  far  by  that 
bitter  word,  but  we  wait  yet  for  the 
day  when  an  educated  woman  will 
keep  a  promise  or  a  secret,  will  pay 
a  debt,  or  will  face  a  penalty  as 
hravely  as  she  bears  physical  pain. 


The  educated  woman  of  the  future 
will  have  a  larger  measure  of  thaf 
potent  combination  of  common  sense, 
a  trained  judgment  of  human  nature, 
and  a  passionately  warm  heart,  which 
makes  for  the  perfect  marriage.  In 
respect  of  marriage,  this  country  pre¬ 
sents  a  unique  situation.  We  are  the 
only  civilized  people  in  the  history 
of  the  world  who  for  two  hundred 
and  fifty  years  have  given  free  play 
to  the  law  of  natural  selection.  This 
law  has  controlled  the  jungle  and  the 
savage  tribe,  but  civilization  has  al¬ 
ways  been  adjusting  and  restricting 
its  operation  on  society.  ,  Class  dis¬ 
tinctions,  marriages  of  convenience, 
a  careful  guard  upon  the  associations 
and  the  explorations  of  youth — these 
have  been  the  rule  among  the  culti¬ 
vated  classes  in  every  nation  in  Eu¬ 
rope.  Whenever,  in  a  single  in¬ 
stance,  a  break  was  made  with  estab¬ 
lished  custom,  it  has  been  regarded 
as  exceptional,  and  the  offenders 
have  usually  taken  care  that  their 
children  did  not  repeat  the  indiscre¬ 
tion.  In  this  country  the  exact  con¬ 
trary  has  been  true.  There  is  an 
occasional  marriage  of  convenience. 
AVealth  sometimes  marries  wealth. 
There  has  been  a  tendency  to  inter¬ 
marry  among  certain  families.  But 
these  facts  are  exceptional.  The 
American  woman  has  found  herself 
mistress  of  her  own  fate.  She  has 
not  been  entirely  successful  in  the 
use  of  her  freedom;  but  now,  as  bal¬ 
ance  and  guard  for  that  freedom, 
comes,  not  a  duenna,  not  an  ambi¬ 
tious,  title-loving  mother,  not  an  ava¬ 
ricious  father  trading  on  his  daugh¬ 
ter’s  charms,  but  the  trained  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  girl  herself,  first  to  direct 
and  then  to  justify  and  reinforce  the 
verdict  of  her  heart.  Nothing  would 
be  more  absurd  than  that  this  judg¬ 
ment  should  repress  or  extinguish 
the  voice  of  love.  The  loveless  mar¬ 
riage  should  grow  less  and  less  fre- 
cpient.  So  also  should  the  marriage 
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in  which  there  is  love  and  nothing 
else — no  congenial  tastes,  no  corre¬ 
sponding  aspirations. 

The  educated  woman  of  the  future 
will  be  profoundly  religious.

Quackeries 
have  too  long  found  their  willing  vic¬ 
tims  among  women.  But  to  love  God 
and  to  worship  him,  to  study  and  to 
follow  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to 
find  the  heart’s  home  in  the  blessed 
Church  which  he  founded  on  earth, 
will  surely  be  the  noblest  effluence  of 
the  character  of  the  modern  woman. 

The  world  calls  to-day  for  two 
great  classes  of  workers.  In  every 
department  of  life  they  may  be 
found.  They  are  the  conceiving  and 
the  nourishing;  the  planting  and  the 
tending;  the  creative  and  the  sympa¬ 
thetic.  One  of  these  fields  belongs 
to  the  man  of  the  future  as  it  has  be¬ 
longed  to  the  man  of  the  past.  The 
other  opens  before  the  woman  and 
claims  her  devotion. 

This  complex  life  of  ours  has 
brought  many  an  evil  in  its  train. 
The  factory,  the  tenement  house,  the 
slum,  the  sins  of  poverty,  the  sins  of 
wealth,  the  strained  or  broken  nerve, 
the  perplexed,  distracted  speech,  these 
furnish  the  problems  that  women  are 
called  to  solve.  Some  answer  that 
is  for  each.  Women  are  bound  to 
find  that  Life  must  be  rendered 
happy  and  serene  in  spite  of  modern 
conditions.  Women  must  defend 
beauty  against  the  encroachments  of 
the  ugly,  virtue  against  the  attacks 
of  vice,  and  faith  and  hope  against 


the  paralysis  of  materialism. 

Women  have  already  assumed  the 
burden  of  many  of  our  great  philan¬ 
thropies.  Nothing  could  be  better 
proof  of  their  talent  for  saving  that 
which  seems  lost  than  the  rise,  under 
their  fostering  care,  of  day  nurseries, 
free  kindergartens,  vacation  schools, 
social  settlements,  emergency  sta¬ 
tions,  and  all  the  great  mechanism  of 
modern  philanthropy. 

The  woman  of  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  will  have  a  trained  mind  well 
equipped ;  gracious  manners ;  a 
strong  and  active  body,  capable  of 
all  homely  tasks  as  well  as  of  athletic 
feats;  she  will  have  the  repose  which 
comes  from  the  possession  of  some 
precious  leisure;  she  will  know  the 
full  meaning  of  the  phrase,  ‘  ‘  in  honor 
bound;”  she  will  know  how  to  love 
and  where  to  love;  she  will  have  a 
clear  vision  of  the  spiritual  world; 
all  these  powers  will  be  at  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  those  who  wait  in  weakness 
and  weariness  for  help.  As  women 
are  the  mothers  of  the  race,  so  will 
they  become  in  still  deeper  measure 
the  mothers  of  society.  So  at  last 
will  the  sublime  prophecy  wrapped 
up  in  the  poet’s  phrase.  Das  ewigwei- 
Miche,  be  seen  to  be  a  modern  truth, 
supported  by  the  achievements  of 
modern  science  both  in  physiology 
and  in  sociology.  So  the  poet,  the 
student,  and  society  come  finally  to 
the  same  goal.  To  the  womanhood 
of  those  who  are  now  in  the  full 
bloom  of  girlhood  will  belong  the  ful¬ 
fillment  of  the  poet’s  dream.  *  * 

‘They  to  the  disappointed  earth 
shall  give  the  lives  we  meant  to 
live. 

Beautiful,  free,  and  strong. 

The  light  we  almost  had 
Shall  make  them  glad. 

The  words  we  waited  long 
Shall  run  in  music  from  their  voice 
and  song. 

Unto  our  world  hope’s  daily  oracles 
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From  their  lips  shall  be  brought, 

And  in  our  lives  love’s  hourly  mira¬ 
cles 

By  them  be  wrought. 

Their  merry  task  shall  be 

To  make  the  house  all  fine  and  sweet 

Its  new  inhabitant  to  greet, 

The  wondrous,  star-eyed,  twentieth 
century.’  ” 

HOSPITAL  VISITING  NURSES. 

The  Methodist  Hospital  in  Des 
Moines,  la.,  is  about  to  establish  a 
visiting  nurses  corps  as  one  of  its 
regular  activities.  Visiting  nurses 
associations  have  generally  been  in¬ 
augurated  as  independent  societies 
without  any  particular  hospital  con¬ 
nections.  Doubtless  therefore  the 
Des  Moines  experiment  will  be  closely 
watched.  Much  of  the  value  of  a 
visiting  nurse  depends  upon  her  in¬ 
timate  knowledge  of  a  particular 
part  of  a  city,  a  knowledge  which 
only  extended  experience  can  give 
her.  More  than  that  in  many  ways 
she  serves  as  a  friendly  visitor  and 
her  ministrations  are  not  confined  to 
the  nursing  side  only  though  through 
it  she  first  secures  the  confidence  of 
a  family.  It  is  also  recognized  that  a 
good  nurse  may  not  by  any  means 
make  a  good  visiting  nurse.  If  the 
Des  Moines  experiment  indicates 
that  these  conditions  can  be  met  by 
service  from  a  regular  hospital  corps 
it  will  open  up  possibilities  of  estab¬ 
lishing  similar  systems  in  other  of 
the  smaller  cities  whose  charitable  re¬ 
sources  are  as  yet  insufficient  to  jus¬ 
tify  or  warrant  the  creation  of  inde¬ 
pendent  societies.  The  Woman’s 
Hospital  Guild  wull  work  in  co-oper¬ 
ation  with  the  nurses  assigned  to  this 
work,  so  that  there  will  be  some 
measure  of  lay  oversight  probably 
and  not  an  exclusively  professional 
supervision  by  the  medical  staff. 

We  are  just  welcoming  to  our 
shores  a  party  of  some  forty  Ameri¬ 
can  nurses  who  are  on  their  wav  to 


Berlin  to  attend  tfie  International 
Congress  of  Women,  particularly  as 
regards  the  section  on  nursing,  and 
under  these  circumstances  it  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  glance  at  the  position  held 
by  the  nurse  in  the  United  States. 

When  an  American  nurse  is  off 
duty  there  are  no  means  of  telling 
what  her  profession  may  be :  she 
wears  no  outdoor  uniform,  she  is  not 
a  woman  apart,  or  a  woman  of  one 
idea,  she  is  no  more  likely  to  discuss 
hospital  questions  than  any  other  in¬ 
teresting  subject.  Except  in  the  case 
of  nurses  who  belong  to  some  church 
organization,  and  are  more  like  dea¬ 
conesses,  the  American  nurse  accepts 
her  work  as  a  profession  rather  than 
as  a  vocation,  and  she  is  exceedingly 
business-like  in  all  her  arrangements. 
The  conditions  of  training  are  much 
the  same  as  they  are  in  England — 
that  is  to  say,  very  varied.  At  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  for  in¬ 
stance,  the  probationers  are  paid  no 
salary,  but  they  only  work  eight 
hours  a  day,  and  receive  excellent  ed¬ 
ucational  instruction ;  at  the  other 
end  of  the  pole  there  is  a  ‘Giursing 
college”  which  professes  to  instruct 
the  public  by  correspondence  in  a 
few  months  for  a  fee,  and  then  issues 
a  diploma.  On  the  whole  the  three 
years’  training  with  small  pay,  a  ten- 
hours  day  and  rather  haphazard  in¬ 
struction  prevail.  But  there  is  an  in¬ 
terchange  of  probationers  between 
the  maternity  hospitals  of  New  York 
and  the  Children’s  Hospital  of  Bos¬ 
ton.  which  shows  how  it  might  be  pos¬ 
sible  for  smaller  hospitals  in  England 
to  form  training  schools  by  the 
group”  method. 

The  American  nurse  after  she  has 
“graduated”  is  a  very  independent 
person,  taking  her  own  cases  and  her 
own  fees,  but  generally  very  loyal  to 
her  training  school.  It  is  usual  to 
have  alumnie  associations  in  connec¬ 
tion  Avith  the  schools,  and  through 
these  the  graduate  nurse  keeps  in 
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touch  with  her  •comrades  and  with 
her  work.  Miss  Mary  Thornton,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  party  at  present  in 
England,  is  secretary  of  the  ‘'Nurses’ 
Associated  Alumnae  of  the  United 
States.”  The  private  nurse  is  gen¬ 
erally  supplied  through  a  Regis¬ 
try,”  which  is  merely  a  mutual  con¬ 
venience  for  doctors  and  nurses,  and 
which  is  in  no  way  an  institution 
with  officials  who  control  the  nurses. 
For  instance,  at  Albany  the  “Van 
Ransselaer  Building”  was  erected  by 
a  doctor  especially  for  nurses,  and  ar¬ 
ranged  to  suit  them.  But  each  nurse 
is  merely  a  tenant  occupying  a  set  of 
rooms  and  is  entirely  independent. 
The  building  has  a  telephone  and  a 
porter  and  a  confectioner’s  shop  on 
the  ground  floor  where  meals  can  be 
had;  yet  it  is  not  an  institution,  and 
is  most  certainly  not  a  charity.  If 
there  is  anything  which  can  mar  the 
charming  politeness  of  the  American 
nurse  it  is  to  connect  any  of  her  work 
with  that  word  charity ;  and  she 
rather  looks  down  on  the  English 
nurse  because  she  is  not  as  proud  and 
independent  as  herself. 

The  question  of  social  position  does 
not  arise  in  a  country  where  the  only 
schools  are  “public”  schools  and  pri¬ 
vate  schools  are  unknown.  Where  all 
have  been  children  together,  receiv¬ 
ing  a  free  education  in  the  common 
schools,  it  matters  little  if  when  their 
paths  part  one  becomes  a  nurse,  an¬ 
other  a  teacher,  and  another  a 
^‘lady”  who  lives  on  the  labors  of 
others,  without  contributing  her  quo¬ 
ta  to  the  world’s  work.  The  nurse 
in  America  stands  on  the  same  hon¬ 
ored  plane  as  all  other  women — but 
she  is  held  in  no  special  popularity, 
has  no  extra  privileges.  Probably 
she  would  say  that  she  does  not  want 
these  things,  but  still  she  listens  ear¬ 
nestly  to  the  tale  of  how  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria  received  the  Jubilee  nurses, 
and  Queen  Alexandra  the  Pension 
Fund  nurses.  It  is,  perhaps,  scarcely 


wonderful  that  in  her  democratic  zeal 
she  should  make  the  mistake  of  not 
appreciating  the  thorough  work  on 
behalf  of  the  best  interests  of  nurses 
here  which  has  been  done  by  Queen 
Alexandra.  It  is  easy  to  mislead 
those  who  are  not  conversant  with 
the  conventions  of  the  country  they 
visit  for  some  few  days  only. 

The  American  nurse  is  extremely 
hospitable,  and  no  English  nurse 
who  has  ever  crossed  the  Atlantic  but 
has  been  struck  with  the  welcome  she 
has  received.  Therefore  we  are  glad 
to  learn  that  on  this  occasion  the 
party  of  nurses  from  the  United 
States  are  to  receive  hospitalities  in 
England.  A  committee,  consisting  of 
Mrs.  Bedford  Fenwick,  Miss  Isla 
Stewart,  and  a  few  other  ladies,  will 
devote  Monday  next  to  their  enter¬ 
tainment,  and  propose  to  engage  two 
brakes  to  drive  the  nurses  round 
London  to  show  them  various  places 
of  interest ;  and  in  the  evening  a  din¬ 
ner  organized  by  the  same  ladies  will 
be  held  at  the  Criterion  Restaurant, 
Miss  Stewart  in  the  chair.  Miss  De- 
benham,  of  St.  Andrew’s  House,  has 
also  invited  the  visitors  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  luncheon  at  two  o’clock  on 
the  same  day.  The  former  will  on 
this  occasion  have  the  opportunity  of 
inspecting  an  admirably  equipped  in¬ 
stitution  of  the  kind  on  thoroughly 
modern  lines.  There  is  much  we  can 
learn  from  our  sisters  across  the  sea, 
and  we  humbly  trust  that  they  may 
learn  a  little  more  of  us  on  this  occa¬ 
sion,  as  well  as  that  they  may  enjoy 
their  brief  stay  amongst  us. — The 
Hospital,  London. 

WHERE  CRITICISM  IS  JUST. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  even 
the  physicians  who  are  interested  in 
our  advancement  ask  if  nursing  is 
really  a  profession.  One  prominent 
medical  man  of  this  city  for  his  own 
information  as  he  went  about  among 
nurses  quietly  questioned  them  as  to 
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how  much  they  were  doing  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  times  in  the  way  of 
books  and  magazines  relative  to  their 
work.  Of  fifty  nurses  to  whom  he 
talked  he  found  but  six  possessed 
more  than  tivo  books — and  only  twen¬ 
ty  took  any  magazine.  The  majority 
of  these  women  had  been  in  the  field 
from  two  to  ten  years.  Most  of  these 
nurses  were  from  well-known  schools. 
His  point  was  that  if  nurses  were 
ever  to  be  thought  co-equal  with  the 
medical  profession  they  would  be 
obliged  to  awaken  to  the  necessity  of 
living  up  to  the  requirements  of  a 
profession.  What  doctor  considers 
himself  equipped  for  practice  until 
he  has  his  magazines  and  library  ? 
Why  is  not  the  obligation  as  great  on 
the  part  of  the  nurse?  One  nurse 
alone  expresses  the  sentiment  of  the 
majority  when  she  said,  ^'0,  I  didn’t 
want  my  text  books;  I  threw  them 
all  away  when  I  left  the  training 
school.  And  as  for  magazines  on 
nursing,  I  can’t,  be  bothered  with 
them ;  besides,  I  have  no  time  for 
reading.  ’  ’  How  many  nurses  who 
read  this  have  anything  approaching 
a  library  of  special  reference  to  their 
profession?  Not  many  we  venture 
to  say. 

The  same  physician  in  his  rounds 
found  only  five  out  of  forty  who  had 
been  out  of  the  training  school  from 
five  to  eight  years  that  considered  it 
necessary  or  valuable  to  brush  up  in 
a  post  graduate  work.  They  couldn’t 
spare  the  money  or  the  time  even  for 
three  months  or  more. — A  Chicago 
■Graduate. 

Constitution  of  Associated  National 
Alumnae. 

VI. 

Membership. 

Section  1.  Active  members  shall 
be  duly  elected  delegates  from  affili¬ 
ated  nursing  organizations.  They 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual 
meetings.  They  shall  be  eligible  for 
office. 


Sec.  2.  Each  affiliated  organiza¬ 
tion  shall  have  the  privilege  of  send¬ 
ing  to  the  annual  meetings  of  this  as¬ 
sociation  one  delegate  for  every  fifty 
of  its  members  and  one  delegate  for 
every  additional  fraction  of  more 
than  half  that  number ;  organizations 
of  less  than  fifty  may  send  one  dele¬ 
gate. 

Sec.  3.  Organizations  with  large 
membership  may  send  delegates  with 
power  to  vote  by  proxy,  such  dele¬ 
gates  to  bear  credentials  showing  the 
number  of  votes  to  which  their  or¬ 
ganization  is  entitled. 

Sec.  4.  Each  organization  shall 
notify  the  secretary  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  of  the  number  of  delegates  who 
will  be  present  at  the  annual  meeting 
at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  date 
of  this  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Permanent  members  shall 
bring  credentials  from  their  organi¬ 
zations.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  at¬ 
tend  all  general  sessions  of  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  and  to  participate  in 
debate  on  professional  and  ethical 
subjects.

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PRIVATE  NURSING  RESPONSIBILITIES. 

(From  British  Journal  of  Nursing.) 

Perhaps  only  those  who  are  them¬ 
selves  nurses  appreciate  to  a  full  ex¬ 
tent  the  comfort  which  ensues  when 
relatives  near  and  dear  to  them  are 
attended  by  well-trained  and  compe¬ 
tent  nurses,  or  the  anxiety  consequent 
when  those  in  whom  they  have  not 
full  confidence  are  in  attendance. 
Much  has  been  said  of  late  of  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  tactfulness,  a  pleasing  per¬ 
sonality  and  other  obviously  necessary 
virtues  in  the  case  of  the  private  nurse. 
But,  were  these  all  the  qualifications 
necessary,  why  employ  a  trained  nurse 
at  all?  Surely  many  members  of  the 
public  possess  these  excellencies . 
Those  of  us,  however,  who  are  aware 
of  the  responsibilities  involved  in  pri¬ 
vate  nursing  know  that  in  no  branch 
of  our  profession  is  a  higher  degree 
of  knowledge  requisite.  There  is  no 
Ward  Sister  on  the  spot  to  whom  the 
nurse  can  refer  in  difficult  moments, 
no  house  surgeon  at  hand  who  can  be 
summoned  in  a  few  minutes.  A  pri¬ 
vate  nurse  is  often  in  charge  of  an 
acute  case  with  the  doctor  miles  away, 
and  in  moments  of  emergency,  while 
awaiting  his  arrival,  has  often  to  act 
upon  her  own  judgment  in  matters  in¬ 
volving  great  responsibility.  Tact 
and  pleasantness  will  avail  her  nothing 
on  such  occasions  if  her  knowledge  is 
deficient. 

Again,  in  chronic  cases  the  care  of 
an  experienced  nurse  is  of  the  utmost 
value.  The  patient  is  below  par  and 
peculiarly  susceptible  to  changes  in 
the  weather,  his  temperature  has  per¬ 
haps  been  normal  for  weeks,  and  an 
inexperienced  person  may  fear  no 
untoward  symptoms;  but  the  ex¬ 
perienced  nurse  knows  that  if  vigil¬ 
ance  is  relaxed  danger  signals,  which 
if  noted  may  ward  off  a  serious  illness, 
can  easily  pass  unrecognized,  and  is, 
consequently,  on  the  alert.  In  her 
estimation,  a  little  unwonted  excita¬ 
bility,  a  slight  dryness  of  the  skin, 
are  symptoms  which  cause  her  to  take 


a  temperature  at  an  unwonted  hour, 
with  the  probable  result  that  the  rise 
in  the  thermometer  clearly  indicates 
it  is  necessary  for  the  patient  to  re¬ 
turn  to  bed  and  for  the  medical  at¬ 
tendant  to  be  informed  of  his  condi¬ 
tion.  It  is  extremely  likely  that  a 
serious  attack  of  illness  is  averted  by 
the  nurse’s  carefulness,  and,  while  the 
value  of  her  services  may  not  be  so 
conspicuous  as  in  the  case  of  a  patient 
hovering  between  life  and  death,  she 
may  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  preventive  nursing  is  one  of  its 
hio-hest  forms,  and  that  to  those  whose 
knowledge  enables  them  accurately  to 
estimate  her  work  its  worth  is  great. 
We  do  well,  therefore,  to  procure  the 
best  nursing  care  available  for  our 
relatives  in  time  of  sickness,  and  we 
may  rest  assured  that  the  value  of 
such  services  is  not  requited  by  cash 
paid  down,  for  a  great  deal  enters  into 
the  bond  which  golden  guineas  will 
never  repay. 

And  is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  better 
trained  a  nurse  the  more  personal 
suitability  and  tact  she  as  a  rule  pos¬ 
sesses?  Who  that  is  careful  in  the 
selection  of  a  private  nursing  staff 
will  fail  to  make  special  inquiries  on 
these  points  from  the  authorities  who 
have  had  her  under  observation  for  a 
prolonged  period?  It  is  illogical  to 
assume  that  because  a  woman  is  ignor- 
nant  she  is  tactful,  and  therefore  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  public,  and  that  be¬ 
cause  she  is  well  trained  she  is  uncouth 
and  disagreeable.  Who  is  the  more 
likely  to  possess  the  necessary  per¬ 
sonal  qualities — in  which  we  must  in¬ 
clude  conscientiousness — the  woman 
who  after  a  few  months’  training  in  a 
maternity  hospital  assumes  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  nursing  general  cases, 
and  hides  her  profound  ignorance  by 
a  pleasant  manner,  or  the  woman  who 
during  years  of  severe  training  has 
studied  the  various  aspects  of  illness, 
and  who  knows,  for  instance,  that  ir¬ 
ritability  and  unreasonableness  in  the 
sick  are  but  phases  of  disease,  and  so 
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estimates  them  and  makes  allowance 
for  them?  We  may  rest  assured  that 
the  nurses  to  whom  we  can  with  con¬ 
fidence  entrust  the  sick  are  those  who 
have  given  evidence  during  an  ade¬ 
quate  period  of  training  that  they  are 
worthy  of  the  trust  imposed  upon 
them.

RESPONSE  TO  OPPORTUNITY. 

(In  British  Journal  of  Nursing.) 

There  is  no  more  striking  illustra¬ 
tion  of  the  value  of  education,  of  the 
developing  power  of  responsibility,  of 
the  capacity  brought  out  by  oppor¬ 
tunity,  than  the  object-lesson  now  be¬ 
ing  given  the  world  by  the  Japanese 
Red  Cross  nurses.  It  is  only  for  a 
comparatively  short  time  that  the 
women  of  the  Western  world  have 
taken  their  share  in  public  life;  even 
now  many  closed  doors  must  be  opened 
to  them  before  their  capabilities  can 
be  fully  put  to  the  test.  But  we,  with 
our  greater  freedom,  have  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  associate  the  women  of  the 
Eastern  hemisphere  with  seclusion  and 
protection,  certainly  not  with  com¬ 
petency  in  grappling  with  the  stern 
realities  of  life.  Are  not  our  domin¬ 
ant  ideas  of  Japanese  women  asso¬ 
ciated  with  charm  and  grace,  porce¬ 
lain  and  peach  blossoms?  But  no 
sooner  was  the  opportunity  for  efficient 
instruction  in  the  care  of  the  sick 
offered  to  them,  and  a  training  school 
for  nurses  established,  than  the  Jap¬ 
anese  women  proved  themselves  apt 
pupils.  From  that  time  onwards  the 
movement  has  developed  and  pros¬ 
pered,  until  at  present  Japan  is  able 
to  supply  its  troops  on  active  service 
with  well-trained  Red  Cross  nurses, 
working  under  superintendents  of  their 
own  nationality,  in  such  numbers  that 
the  help  of  other  cotintries,  which 


would  be  gladly  placed  at  their  dis¬ 
posal,  is  unnecessary. 

How  does  the  Japanese  nurse  stand 
the  test  of  work  amidst  the  horrors  of 
war?  Over  and  over  again  her 
efficiency  has  been  commented  on  in 
terms  of  admiration  by  the  war  cor¬ 
respondents,  and  at  Haicheng,  and  in 
the  subsequent  retreat  to  the  heights 
of  Am-shan-chian,  one  of  the  most- 
terrible  incidents  in  the  war,  when  the 
Russians  lost,  according  to  St.  Peters¬ 
burg  estimates,  at  least  4,000,  when 
the  retreat  was  a  rout,  the  heat  in¬ 
tense,  and  thousands  of  Russians  fell 
exhausted,  many  dying  by  the  way;, 
at  this  critical  •  moment  were  the 
nurses  equal  to  the  demands  upon 
them?  A  Reuter's  special  message 
answers  the  question  with  a  strong 
affirmative:  “Calmly  and  quietly 

they  helped  the  wounded  into  the 
trains  while  the  guns  roared  hard  by. 
The  scene  was  piteous,  many  of  the 
soldiers  having  been  terribly  mangled 
by  shrapnel.”  Even  our  own  Army- 
nurses  have  rarely  the  opportunity  of 
showing  their  mettle  under  similar 
conditions,  for  “the  front”  is  held  to 
be  no  place  for  the  woman  nurse,  who 
must  find  her  vocation  in  stationary 
and  base  hospitals.  The  Japanese 
nurses,  however,  have  proved  that 
women  can  render  service  to  the  sick 
and  wounded  amidst  the  roar  of  battle 
and  the  horrors  of  a  retreat  in  a  man¬ 
ner  which  maintains  the  best  tradi¬ 
tions  of  their  profession^  and  which 
must  earn  for  them  the  universal  hom¬ 
age  of  their  colleagues.  The  lesson  is 
two-fold:  the  value  to  the  world  at 
large  of  allowing  the  latent  capacity 
of  women  full  scope  and  opportunity 
of  development  must  be  recognized  in 
the  first  place.  If  the  gifts  which 
they  possess  are  unused,  ignored  and  • 
crushed,  by  that  cruelty  the  world  is 
so  much  the  poorer.  The  hands  of 
the  maimed  women  of  China,  of  the 
sad  millions  concealed  behind  the 
Purdah  in  India,  of  tbe  downtrodden 
races  of  Africa,  might  be  filled  with 
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^ifts  for  the  healing  of  the  nations 
were  their  talents  but  recognized  and 
allowed  legitimate  expression,  for  the 
heart  of  woman  in  every  clime  beats 
true,  and  impels  her  to  succor,  to 
heal,  and  to  comfort;  all  she  asks  is 
knowledge  of  the  best  methods  and 
liberty  to  carry  them  out. 

We  have  spoken  of  the  loss  to  the 
world  at  large;  the  second  point  to 
which  we  desire  to  direct  attention  is 
the  injustice  to  women  themselves  of 
restricting  their  powers  and  cramping 
their  outlook.  All  the  talents  they 
possess  are  needed  by  the  world.  It 
were  wise  to  develop  them  to  the  ut¬ 
most.  If  not,  then,  by  that  wrong 
the  world  at  large  is  so  much  the 
loser.

man’s  propaganda  in  accordance  with 
them.  The  representatives  of  other 
nations  who  mingle  this  week  with 
our  keen-brained  women  from  “the 
states”  are  bound  to  carry  home  with 
them  high  opinions  of  American 
womankind  in  general,  for  tyi^es  like 
Miss  Anthony,  Mrs.  Sewall,  Mrs.  Catt, 
Mrs.  Gilman,  Dr.  Shaw,  Mrs.  Harper, 
Mrs.  Swift,  Mrs.  Solomon,  Miss 
American  and  Miss  Ackermann  are 
the  ones  wdiich  make  Americans  of 
both  sexes  thrill  with  pride  when 
they  talk  of  the  supremacy  of  their 
women -folk.

AN  OBJECTION  TO  THE  EMANCIPATION  OF 

WOMEN. 

(Condensed  for  the  German  Times.) 

The  congress  in  Berlin  which  has 
set  so  many  tongues  agog  on  women’s 
rights  etc.,  has  also  induced  Dr.  R. 
Salinger  to  proclaim  in  the  “Tag”  his 
distrust  of  the  movement  and  to  enter 
the  lists  for  the  old  order  of  things. 
In  every  civilized  country,  he  says, 
women  really  have  the  power  in  their 
hands  already.  They  reign,  but  they 
don’t  govern.  (“La  femme  regne 
mais  elle  ne  gouverne  pas.”)  In  all 
epochs  of  civilized  states  her  domin¬ 
ance  has  been  none  the  less  real  be¬ 
cause  it  has  been  latent,  indirect  and 
not  based  on  any  formal  “Magna 
Charta  feminina.”  One  calls  to  mind 
the  ironic  answer  of  a  Roman  senator 
whom  some  one  approached  with  a 
petition  to  the  emperor.  The  senator 
referred  the  petitioner  with  a  shrug 
to  the  Emperor’s  little  six-year-old 
son,  “for  the  boy  has  more  influence 
than  anyone  else  with  his  mother,  the 
mother  has  the  Emperor  under  her 
thumb,  and  the  Emjjeror  rules  the 
world.”  What  married  man,  though 
he  confess  it  not,  is  not  under  the 
unsuspected  influence  of  his  wife? 
Heredity  and  long  ages  of  use  have 
accustomed  woman  to  a  wonderful 
finesse  in  weilding  her  invisible 
sceptre.  This  talent  and  desire  for 
rule  is  the  most  eminent  characteristic 
of  women.  In  art,  science  and  liter¬ 
ature  there  has  been  no  great  creative 
minds  among  them,  but  the  world  has 
seen  a  Semiramis,  a,  Zeno))ia,  an 


Elizabeth,  a  Catharine  II,  a  Maria 
Theresa  etc.  But  in  private  life  as 
sweetheart,  wife,  sister  or  mother  lies 
the  chief  sphere  of  woman’s  power 
and  influence.  And  this  power  is 
based  upon  natural  law  and  upon 
sentiments  and  passions  that  play 
and  will  always  play  a  decisive  part 
in  the  social  and  ethical  welfare  of 
mankind.  The  woman,  besides,  is 
gifted  with  more  intuitiveness,  fine¬ 
ness  of  perception,  worldly  insight 
and  savoir  faire  than  the  man.  And 
still  more  in  her  favor  is  the  fact  that 
it  is  the  male  to  whom  nature  has  al¬ 
ways  given  those  immense  and  vio¬ 
lent  passions  and  longing  for  love 
that  deliver  him  unarmed  into  the 
power  of  woman.  “Wer  liebt  ist 
schon  zur  Halfte  uberwunden”  says 
Heine.  On  the  fact  that  woman’s 
temperment  is  in  this  respect  less 
vehement,  less  impulsive  and  less  in 
need  of  love  in  its  sexual  sense,  rests 
her  superiority,  her  invincible  jDosi- 
tion,  her  sure  founded  rule  in  all  so¬ 
cial  society  and  ethical  relations. 
These  love  relations  of  the  two  sexes 
are  more  important  for  the  woman 
and  for  mankind  than  any  political, 
social  or  other  “Questions”  and  are 
the  pivot  on  which  the  whole  history 
of  the  world  turns. 

“Nichts  scheinen,  aber  alles  sein” 
(To  appear  nought,  but  to  be  all), 
that  has  been  the  role  of  the  woman 
hitherto.  Now  she  wants  to  reverse 
all  that.  She  wants  “rights”  guar¬ 
anteed  in  black  and  white.  Will  she 
not  lose  a  great  deal  more  than  she 
hopes  to  gain?  Will  she  not  be  doing 
mankind  harm  instead  of  service  by 
all  this?  Already  the  host  of  female 
workers  in  xoost-office,  railway,  fac¬ 
tory,  telejohoiip  service  etc.  liave  by 
their  competition  made  marriages 
possible  to  fewer  men.  LTndcr  the 
Women’s  Rights  Regime  the  suj)])]y 
of  workers  would  be  doubled,  thn 
worth  of  the  work  x)roporti()ti;ilely 
diminished  and  w<*men  in  her  tight 
for  a  livelihood  with  men  on  etpial 
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terms  would  be  pulled  down  from  the 
pedestal  of  sex  and  reverence  on  which 
nature  has  put  her. 

If  the  hopes  of  these  advocates  of 
Women’s  Rights  were  realized,  says 
Dr.  Salinger,  it  would  mean  revolu¬ 
tion — the  most  drastic  revolution  that 
mankind  has  ever  known,  and  it 
might  bring  for  woman  not  the  vic¬ 
tory  and  betterment  she  hopes,  but 
disgrace  and  disaster.  This  is  the 
German  stand-point.

We  should  show  our  appreciation  of 
their  kindness  by  giving  them  a  large 
audience.  Last  year  sixty-seven 
members  did  not  attend  a  single 
meeting  throughout  the  year.  Is  it 
any  wonder  then  that  the  officers 
sometimes  feel  that  the  members 
have  no  other  interest  than  to  pay 
dues  and  draw  the  benefit?  We  now 
have  a  record  of  one  nurse  who  paid 
annual  dues  one  year,  drew  a  maxi¬ 
mum  benefit,  and  resigned  within  a 
few  months.

Each  ward  is  a  separate 
pavilion  and  really  is  a  perfectly  ap¬ 
pointed  little  hospital  in  itself.  Every¬ 
thing  needful  for  the  comfort  of  the 
patients  is  found  in  each  pavilion. 
The  buildings  are  surrounded  by 
beautiful  walks  and  grounds.  Every 
patient  able  to  be  up  is  out  of  doors. 
The  ventilation  was  perfect.  Every 
piece  of  washable  article  was  thor¬ 
oughly  disinfected  in  each  ward  be¬ 
fore  going  to  the  laundry.  The  chil¬ 
dren’s  ward  of  42  beds  was  the  most 
immaculate  place  possible,  and  all  of 
the  cleaning,  from  floor  to  ceiling, 


was  done  by  the  nurses.  The  nurses 
were  fresh  and  strong  looking,  and 
their  faces  showed  that  “caring  for 
the  sick”  with  them  was  truly  “a  call¬ 
ing.”  With  the  enormous  amount  of 
space  in  Chicago,  we  wish  we  might 
have  a  city  hospital  for  our  poor 
like  the  Morbit  in  Berlin.  H.  E.

CONSTITUTION 

Preamble. 

We,  the  graduates  of  St.  Luke’s

To  further  the  interests  of 
St.  Luke’s  Training  School,  by  giving 
onr  hearty  support  to  all  efforts  to 
make  it  foremost  among  such  institu¬ 
tions. 

Sec.  4.  To  promote  social  inter¬ 
course  and  good  fellowship  among 


graduates,  to  extend  aid  to  those  in 
trouble,  and  to  establish  a  fund  for 
the  benefit  of  active  members  in  need 
of  financial  aid  on  account  of  physical 
afiiiction. 

Sec.  5.  To  publish  a  small  month¬ 
ly  journal  for  the  benefit  of  the  mem¬ 
bers. 

Article  2— Membership. 

Sec.  1.  The  Association  may  have 
three  classes  of  members — Active, 
Associate  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2.  Graduates  of  St.  Luke’s 
Training  School,  in  good  standing  in 
the  profession,  are  eligible  to  active 
membership.  They  have  a  right  to 
vote  and  hold  ofiice. 

Sec.  3.  Any  eligible  nurse  de¬ 
siring  to  join  the  Association  must 
send  a  written  application  to  the  re¬ 
cording  secretary,  which  shall  be 
presented  by  her  to  the  Association 
at  the  first  regular  meeting,  to  be 
voted  upon  at  the  following  regular 
meeting. 

Sec.  4.  An  elected  member  shall 
signify  her  acceptance  and  pay  the 
annual  fee  within  one  month  after 
notification.  Failure  to  comply  shall 
render  her  election  void.  A  candi¬ 
date  failing  to  comply  with  above 
shall  not  be  proposed  again  the  same 
year. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  upon  payment 
of  five  dollars  annually  may  become 
an  associate  member  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  Associate  members  shall 
be  permitted  to  attend  all  meetings 
of  the  Association,  but  shall  not  have 
the  right  to  vote  nor  hold  office,  and 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  sick  or 
other  financial  benefits. 

Sec.  6.  Honorary  membership 
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shall  be  by  consent  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  and  shall  consist  of  those  who 
have  rendered  some  especial  service 
to  the  society.  They  have  no  vote 
and  pay  no  fees. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  upon  payment 
of  fifty  dollars  or  more  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  may  become  a  Benefactor  of 
the  Association. 

Article  Ill — Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association 
shall  consist  of  a  president,  first  and 
second  vice-president,  a  recording 
secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary 
and  a  treasurer. 

Article  IV — Board  of  Directors. 

There  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Directors, 
to  consist  of  eleven  active  members, 
six  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  this 
Association. 

The  members  of  said  Board  shall 
hold  office  respectively  for  one  year, 
and  until  such  time  as  their  succes¬ 
sors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Article  V — Amendments. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  shall 
not  be  amended  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  in  the  following  manner: 
At  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
any  member  present  may  give  notice 
that  at  the  next  regular  meeting  but 
one  she  will  offer  an  amendment  to 
the  constitution,  a  notification  of  such 
proposed  amendment  to  be  sent  to 
each  member  at  least  one  month  be¬ 
fore  the  meeting  at  which  action  may 
be  taken,  together  with  a  notice  that 
the  same  will  be  voted  upon  at  said 
meeting,  and  at  the  time  specified  in 
said  notice.  A  vote  shall  be  taken 
upon  such  proposed  amendment  by 
ballot,  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  shall  vote  in  favor  of 
same,  such  amendment  shall  be 
adopted. 

BY-LAWS. 

Article  I— Meetings. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  shall  be ‘held  on  the 


first  Wednesday  in  June  of  each 
year. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  third  Wednesday 
in  every  month  at  2:30  p.  m.  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  members  of  the  Association 
shall  be  held  at  the  Training  School 
(unless  otherwise  specially  designated 
and  the  members  so  notified)  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  and  acting  upon 
subjects  of  interest  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion;  but  no  special  business  shall  be 
voted  upon  unless  at  least  five  days’ 
notice  has  been  given  by  the  secre¬ 
tary  to  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  A  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  held  at  the 
October,  February  and  June  meetings 
of  the  Association,  and  only  at  such 
other  times  as  are  deemed  advisable 
by  said  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  have 
the  power  to  call  special  meetings  of 
the  Association,  and  also  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  for  any  time  she  may 
see  fit;  and  at  least  five  day’s  notice 
shall  be  given  by  the  corresponding 
secretary  to  each  member  of  any  such 
special  meeting. 

Article  II — Officers. 

_  Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  hold  office 
one  year  and  until  their  successors 
be  elected  and  qualified,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Article  HI— Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  president  shall  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  give  the  casting  vote  in  all 
cases  of  tie,  except  at  the  election  of 
officers.  She  shall  also  appoint  all 
committees  not  otherwise  provided 
for. 

Sec.  2.  The  vice-presidents  shall, 
according  to  their  rank,  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  president,  preside  at  the 
meetings,  and  attend  to  all  duties  of 
the  president. 

Sec.  3.  The  recording  secretary 
shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  shall 
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countersign  all  papers  when  so  di¬ 
rected  by  the  president. 

Sec.  4.  The  corresponding  secre¬ 
tary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Association  and  keep  a  concise 
record  of  all  such  correspondence. 
She  shall  apprise  all  officers  and  com¬ 
mittees  of  their  election,  give  warn¬ 
ings  of  all  special  meetings  and  send 
such  other  notices  as  may  be  required 
from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive 
and  have  charge  of  all  moneys  of  the 
Association,  and  keep  an  account  of 
the  same,  and  pay  only  on  the  written 
order  of  the  president  and  corres¬ 
ponding  secretary.  All  moneys  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Illinois  Trust  & 
Savings  Bank,  or  such  other  bank  as 
may  be  selected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  to  the  credit  and  in  the 
name  of  this  Association. 

An  itemized  account  of  receipts 
and  disbursements  shall  be  rendered 
the  Association  monthly,  and  the 
books  shall  be  open  to  the  members 
at  all  times.  All  accounts  shall  be 
audited  monthly  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  once  a  year  by  a 
legalized  auditor  especially  appointed 
for  this  purpose  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Sec. -6.  The  treasurer  shall  send 
all  notices  of  fees  and  dues  excepting 
the  final  arrearage  notice.  She  shall 
render  to  the  Board  of  Directors  the 
name  of  any  member  two  months  or 
more  in  arrears,  said  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  to  take  final  action. 

Sec.  7.  Officers  are  members  ex- 
officio  of  all  committees. 

Article  IV— Powers  and  Duties  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Directors 
shall  have  general  control  and  man¬ 
agement  of  the  property  and  affairs 
of  the  Association,  subject  to  the  By- 
Laws  and  such  orders  and  resolutions 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  passed 
by  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 


Board  of  Directors  to  investigate 
charges  against  any  member  of  the 
Association,  and  if  they  find  such 
member  guilty  of  conduct  unbecom¬ 
ing  a  nurse  and  a  member  of  this 
Association,  they  shall  present  the 
facts  to  the  Association  for  action; 
but  no  member  shall  be  recommended 
for  expulsion  until  she  has  had  an 
opportunity  for  a  full  hearing  before 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  Absence  of  any  director 
from  any  two  consecutive  meetings 
without  sending  an  excuse,  shall  be 
equivalent  to  a  resignation  from  the 
Board  and  her  place  shall  be  filled  by 
vote  of  the  Board. 

Article  V — Vacancies. 

Sec.  1.  In  case  of  the  death  or 
resignation  of  the  President,  the 
Vice-Presidents  in  order  shall  be  act¬ 
ing  President  until  the  next  regular 
meeting,  or  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  at  which  said  meet¬ 
ing  a  successor  shall  be  elected,  but 
in  such  case  a  notice  of  the  meeting 
shall  state  that  an  election  is  to  take 
place. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  vacancy,  by 
death  or  resignation,  in  any  other 
office,  the  President  shall  appoint  a 
member  to  temporarily  fill  the  office 
so  made  vacant,  until  such  time  as  an 
election  can  take  place  as  provided 
for  in  the  office  of  the  President. 

Article  VI— Annual  Dues. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  fee  for  active 
membership  shall  be  five  dollars  for 
those  entitled  to  sick  and  other  finan¬ 
cial  benefits,  and  two  dollars  for 
those  not  eligible,  payable  to  the 
treasurer  upon  admission  and  at  each 
annual  meeting,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  Providing  a  member  who 
is  eligible  to  sick  and  other  financial 
benefits  be  accepted  three  months  or 
less  before  the  next  annual  meeting, 
then  such  annual  fee  payable  upon 
admission  shall  be  three  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  who  shall  be 
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in  default  of  payment  of  dues  for  a 
period  of  two  months  without  satis¬ 
factory  excuse,  said  excuse  to  be  sent 
to  the  corresponding  secretary  in 
writing,  shall  be  dropped  from  mem¬ 
bership,  due  notice  having  been  sent. 

Sec.  4.  Members  two  months  in 
default  may  only  be  reinstated  by 
making  application  as  before,  or  by 
paying  arrears.  No  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  financial  benefit  until  six 
months  after  arrearages  are  paid. 

Article  VII— Financial  Benefits. 

Sec.  1.  All  moneys  from  fees  and 
dues  shall  constitute  a  general  ex¬ 
pense  fund,  and  all  moneys  given  for 
the  purpose  and  accruing  from  in¬ 
vestments  shall  constitute  a  benefit 
fund. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good 
standing  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  or  more,  last 
past,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sick 
benefit  upon  complying  with  the 
following  conditions: 

Sec.  3.  Every  member  upon  being 
taken  ill  shall  immediately  give 
notice  in  writing  to  the  corresponding 
secretary,  who  shall  within  one  week 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  said  no¬ 
tice;  and  if  such  acknowledgement  is 
not  received  by  the  sick  member  it 
shall  be  her  duty  to  send  further 
notices  until  such  acknowledgement 
is  received.  No  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  sick  benefit  until  such 
notice  shall  have  been  received  by 
the  Secretary. 

Notification  may  be  made  by  other 
person  than  the  sick  member  herself. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good 
standing,  being  in  need  of  financial 
aid,  who  shall  have  complied  with 
the  above  requirements,  and  who 
shall  make  written  application  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  not  more 
than  two  weeks  after  being  dismissed 
by  the  doctor,  may  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  seven  and  one-half  dollars  a 
week  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six 
weeks.  Application  for  this  allow¬ 


ance  must  be  made  by  the  beneficiary. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  in  good 
standing,  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  five  years  or  longer,  and 
who  may,  through  physical  affliction, 
become  incapacitated  for  nursing  or 
otherwise  earning  the  necessities  of 
life,  may,  upon  vote  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  be  financially  assisted  by  the 
Association,  not  to  exceed  seventy- 
five  dollars  annually,  and  for  a  period 
not  longer  than  five  years,  unless 
otherwise  voted  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  Married  members  sup¬ 
ported  by  their  husbands  are  not 
eligible  for  sick  benefit. 

Sec.  7.  All  expenses  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  shall  be  paid  from  the  general 
expense  fund. 

Sec.  8.  All  benefits  shall  be  paid 
from  the  general  expense  fund  until 
such  time  as  this  Association  shall 
vote  to  use  the  interest  accruing  from 
investments  of  the  endowment  fund. 

Article  VIII— Duties  of  Members. 

Sec.  1.  Any  member  knowing  of 
the  illness  or  death  of  a  member 
shall  report  at  once  to  the  President 
or  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  member  to  report  to  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary  any  change  of 
residence  within  one  week.  ’ 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  member  to  be  present  at  each 
meeting  of  the  Association,  the  mem¬ 
ber  only  being  responsible  for  non¬ 
receipt  of  communication. 

Article  IX— Quorum. 

Sec.  1.  At  all  meetings  of  the 
members  of  the  Association,  ten 
members,  or  three  offleers  with  five 
members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  four  members 
thereof  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business;  and  a 
majority  vote  of  those  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  decide  all  questions.

Article  X— Standing  Committees. 

Sec.  1.  The  following  standing 
committees,  consisting  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
annual  meeting  and  serve  one  year: 
Finance,  Press,  Journal,  Programme, 
Nominating  and  Visiting, 

Sec.  2,  The  Chairman  of  each 
Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  appoint 
her  own  committee  unless  otherwise 
voted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting, 
except  the  Visiting  Committee  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Said  commit¬ 
tees  shall  report  at  each  regular 
meeting,  unless  otherwise  provided 
for. 

Sec.  3.  The  chairman  of  the  Vis¬ 
iting  Committee  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall 
serve  one  year.  She  shall  appoint 
her  own  committee  who  shall  serve 
three  months  each. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  annual  meeting  a  Legal  Ad¬ 
visor  who  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  who 
shall  serve  one  year. 

Article  XI— Duties  of  Committes. 

Sec.  1.  The  Finance  Committee 
shall  have  charge  of  all  investments 
of  the  society  and  institute  and 
recommend  ways  and  means  of  se¬ 
curing  moneys,  etc.,  and  shall  audit 
the  Treasurer’s  accounts  once  every 
month.  This  committee  shall  also 
send  final  notice  to  members  in 
arrears. 

Sec.  2.  The  Press  Committee  shall 
report  for  publication  to  the  Journal 
Committee  all  items  of  general  inter¬ 
est  to  the  society  and  shall  have 
charge  of  all  printing  pertaining  to 
the  work  of  the  Association,  except 
that  in  charge  of  the  Journal  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Sec.  3.  The  Journal  Committee 
shall  edit  and  have  charge  of  all 
affairs  of  the  monthly  publication  of 
the  society  and  shall  publish  a  Year 
Book  at  the  close  of  each  year. 


Sec,  4.  The  Programme  Committee 
shall  arrange  the  programme  for  the 
meetings  of  the  year  and  shall  plan 
and  provide  for  the  social  part  of  all 
meetings,  and  receive  and  announce 
guests. 

Sec.  5.  The  Nominating  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  secure  all  nominees  for  the 
officers  and  committees  as  provided, 
and  shall  report  to  the  society  two 
months  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  at 
least  one  member  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  to  visit  each  case  of  sick¬ 
ness  of  a  member  known  to  them,  or 
of  which  they  may  be  informed,  and 
ascertain  the  needs  of  the  sick  mem¬ 
ber  and  see  that  she  is  properly  cared 
for,  and  report  the  condition  of  each 
case  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors.

THE  END0Wi«ENT  FUND  AGAIN. 

And  still  there  seems  to  prevail 
amonust  us  the  mistaken  idea  that 
St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  Association  was 
incorporated  for  the  paramount  pur¬ 
pose  of  handsomely  insuring  its  mem¬ 
bers  against  illness,  or,  as  we  are 
sometimes  called  upon,  against  even 
a  small  indisposition.  I  wish  I  might 
make  an  appeal  to  the  nurses  that 
would  ma.ke  them  seriously  realize 
the  real  depth  and  broadness  of  the 
true  meaning  of  our  organization,  and 
how  much  it  should  be  to  us  individ¬ 
ually  and  collectively  to  maintain^  in 
every  particular,  a  true 'and  dignified 


standard  for  our  association.  I  do 
not  believe  we  can  ever  be  made  a 
truly  dignified  attitude  to  look  through 
such  powerful  magnifying  glasses  at 
the  five  dollars  we  are  called  upon  to 
give  into  our  association  once  every 
twelve  months  (or  less  than  fifty  cents 
a  month)  that  it  assumes  the  propor¬ 
tions  of  at  least  fifty  dollars,  and  then 
have  a  sort  of  unacknowledged  feeling 
that  the  only  way  to  get  its  real  worth 
back  again  is  to  draw  out,  say  nine 
times  that  amount  before  aiiother 
“due”  day  comes  around.  Why  is  it 
that  that  five  dollars  fee  looks  so 
large?  It  would  not  look  so  large  if 
it  meant  the  possession  of  a  hat  that 
was  unmistakably  a  “perfect  dream” 
and  sold  for  twenty-five  dollars  when 
one  originally  intended  to  put  only 
twenty  dollars  in  the  article.  That 
five  dollars  fee  means  the  augmenting 
and  maintaining  of  a  status  in  our 
profession,  which  profession  should 
also  mean  our  happiness  and  pleasure, 
and  certainly  does  mean  (for  most  ot 
us  at  any  rate)  the  ability  to  procure 
any  sort  of  a  hat,  “dream”  or  other¬ 
wise. 

I  know  of  no  better  way  for  a  nurse 
to  feel  the  breadth  and  w^orth  of  our 
organization  than  to  work  in  it,  work 
well  and  earnestly  for  its  real  good, 
careful  that  we  lose  not  the  high  re¬ 
gard  with  which  v/e  are  looked  upon 
by  our  outside  friends.  It  would  be 
a  great  help,  and  I  am  sure  a  great 
relief  to  the  nominating  committee, 
if  a  member  would  signify  her  ■will¬ 
ingness  to  take  oflice;  it  should  not 
be  left  to  a  handful  of  our  members, 
who  are  too  frequently  re-elected,  to 
assume  all  the  work  and  responsi¬ 
bility  year  after  year,  mainly  because 
all  others  refuse  to  act. 

We  have  a  remarkably  handsome 
sum,  the  interest  of  which  is  at  our 
disposal  to  care  for  our  sick  and  af¬ 
flicted.  Of  course,  from  a  narrow 
view  point,  we  may  be  legally  entitled 
to  receive  pecuniary  benefit  whenever 
the  doctor  says  we  must  rest  for  a 
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while.  Such  orders  very  frequently 
come  at  a  time  when  we  are  decidedly 
short  of  ready  cash,  for  though  we 
have  earned  and  been  paid  well  for 
our  labors,  somehow  it  is  so  easy  for 
money  to  slip  through  our  fingers  (for 
almost  everything  except  nursing 
dues).  But  from  a  broad  and  gener¬ 
ous  view  point  we  certainly  should 
not  want  to  call  upon  that  fund  to-day, 
in  the  youth  and  prime  of  our  self- 
supporting  ability,  and  it  would  occur 
to  me  that  when  Mrs.  Kenna  made  us 
the  splendid  offer  of  her  gift,  and  our 
good  comrade,  Miss  Fulmer,  because 
of  our  apathy  in  the  matter,  finally 
took  it  upon  herself  to  make  that  gift 
possible  for  us,  and  then  worked  al¬ 
most  night  and  day  for  months  to  ac¬ 
complish  it  (and  I  know  the  effort 
and  volume  of  work  it  must  have  cost) 
it  would  occur  to  me,  I  say,  that  it 
was  not  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
contributed  so  generously  to  our  ben¬ 
efit  fund  that  it  should  be  used  for 
any  except  real  and  serious  need.

Madam : 

With  the  approval  of  the  Surgeon 
General  I  have  the  honor  to  invite 
your  special  attention  to  the  commu¬ 
nication  from  this  office  which  is  to 
appear  in  the  next  issue  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Journal  of  Nursing.,  The 
Trained  Nurse.,  and  the  Hospital  and 
Nursing  Record,  and  which  will  give 
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the  details  of  a  plan  to  have  in  this 
office  an  emergency  list  made  np  of 
acceptable  graduate  nurses  who  would 
be  willing  to  serve  our  country  in 
event  of  war  or  national  calamity. 

It  can  hardly  have  been  forgotten 
that  in  the  rush  of  this  work  early  in 
the  Spanish- American  War  some 
women  who  are  incompetent,  or  worse, 
were  sent  as  nurses,  even  though  all 
possible  precautions  were  taken  to 
avoid  such  a  calamity.  The  need  w^as 
so  imperative  and  the  methods  of  in¬ 
vestigation  of  qualifications  so  com¬ 
paratively  imperfect  that  this  could 
hardly  have  been  avoided.  Y/ith  such 
a  list  in  this  office  as  is  now  proposed 
and  from  which  nurses  could  be  se¬ 
lected  for  duty  in  event  of  war  or  na¬ 
tional  emergency,  the  danger  of  send¬ 
ing  incompetents  or  those  for  whom 
we  should  have  to  blush  would  be  en¬ 
tirely  eliminated. 

I  am  writing  to  ask  your  co-opera¬ 
tion  in  bringing  the  matter  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  your  graduates  either  as 
individuals  or  through  their  Alumnae 
Association. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  nurses  of  the 
country  will  respond  promptly  and  in 
large  numbers  to  this  call  and  that 
our  “eligible  list  of  volunteer  nurses” 
will  be  a  representative  body  made  up 
of  that  which  stands  for  all  that  is 
highest  and  best  in  our  profession.

I  think  Dr.  Stanton  has  already  in¬ 
terviewed  you,  regarding  my  desire  to 
have  you  give  us  some  information  as 
to  the  position  of  women  in  the  nurs¬ 
ing  profession.  For  fear  that  you 
have  not  already  received  the  circular 
regarding  the  conference  on  “Women 
in  Industrialism,”  which  the  Woman’s 
Club  shortly  proposes  to  hold,  I  en¬ 
close  you  a  copy.  Will  you  kindly 
give  this  matter  your  consideration 
and  answer  me  as  promptly  as  possi¬ 
ble,  especially  regarding  the  follow¬ 
ing  subjects: 

1.  Do  nurses  enter  into  the  profession  as  a 
life  work,  or  simply  as  a  means  of  tem¬ 
porary  support? 

2.  Does  higher  general  education  increase 
a  nurses  capacity  materially? 

3.  Is  the  profession  thoroughly  graded,  so 
that  nurses  of  higher  ability  receive 
better  pay  than  those  less  well  prepared? 

4.  Is  the  remuneration  fixed  or  is  it  graded 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  patient? 

Will  you  kindly  outline  the  popular 
sentiment  regarding  the  bill  recently 
before  the  State  Legislature  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  standard  of  qualification 
for  nurses? 

Will  you  also  consider  the  p)osition 
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of  nurses  in  various  cities  of  the 
United  States,  as  to  whether  one  city 
is  more  congenial  to  the  profession 
than  another?  Will  you  also  tell  me 
whether  it  will  be  possible  for  you  to 
prepare  a  paper  on  this  subject,  using 
this  and  other  material,  which,  of 
course,  we  would  hold  for  you  in  that 
case?  Our  program  is  not  yet  defi¬ 
nitely  outlined,  so  that  I  can  say 
nothing  positive  at  present. 

This  conference  is  to  take  place 
early  in  April  and,  if  you  will  kindly 
give  these  matters  your  consideration, 
it  will  be  very  valuable  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  formulating  the  program 
for  that  time.
